But ships requiring 1000 tons or less 
are in the big majority, whether trans- 
Atlantic or coastwise trade is considered. 


300 TONS NEEDED. 


For the average vessel a total of 300 
tons is usually sufficient and tfils means 
that a ship of this sort may discharge and 
take on a new one all in the course of a 
single day. With the adoption of the 
modern lighter It is an easy matter to 
load coal while trie cargo is being un- 
loaded and. a new one taken on. One 
modern high-speed lighter can coal three 
such ships in an eight-hour day. 
This development of modern lighters Is 
equalled by better facilities for transfer- 
ring coal from cars to barges. Huge 
steel dumping machines now take up a 
fifty-ton car bodily, elevate It and empty 
its contents into the barge by tilting the 
entire car on the side—a great improve- 
ment over the process of unlocking a 
trapdoor in the bottom of the car and 
letting the coal slide -through. These 
machines have a capacity of 9000 tons 
each a day. 
Saving of time to the shipowner here 
is shown by comparison with Cardiff, the 
English port where the largest tonnage 
of English coal is loaded for export. In 
loading a vessel, for example, the Eng- 
lish shipper uses a railroad car of ten 
or twelve tons, while tha American uses 
one of fiftv to ninetv- tons capacity, so 
that the Cardiff, docks" must discharge 
from five to ten carloads to every one 
discharged in New York in order to main- 
tain the same speed. 


COLLIERS. ARE BUSY. 


Steel colliers ply between Boston and 
TTi-npton Heads, a dl"tance of ?50 nile" 
Each one of these ships Is capable of 
making a round trip every week and 
transporting 350,000 tons of coal a year. 
A vessel of the same tonnage, however, 
carrying cargo of coal from Cardiff to a 
port 600 miles awav would take a week 
at Cardiff to load Its cargo and another 
week, at Its destination to discharge It.

ships can make

Comment In official clrclta at tho 
county court house said that Reed had 
issued specific orders that all houses, 
even under suspicion of b*in» of this na- 
ture, should b« watched and closed im- 
mediately upon first evidence of Irregu- 
larities.

The office -of the district attorney In- 
sisted that information had b&en fur- 
nished the local police department re- 
garding houses that were speclCed in the 
signed complaint of Senator Grant. This 
fact taken with the statement of both 
Reed and Black made during a speech in 
a local church lately, that sfl resorts of 
this nature were closed, and then the 
evidence to the contrary furnished by 
Grant. Is the Inspiration for the belief 
that the change in the office of chief of 
police will be permanent. 
In the event that the connection ol 


Chief of Police Black has been perma- 
nentlv severed from the local department, 
it marks thfi closing of a. career in local 
police annala. that has been unique. Black 
first became interested in police matters 
through his association and study of the 
local Chinese tonics and became vwv pro-

cieties. H« wa« appointed on the force, 
and was always known as a tireless 
worker. 


Under a previous adm!nl«tratlon, Black 
as day captain, was dismissed

civil service his removal was illegal. He 
that k« was; ordered reinstated, with 
full pay for time that he waa out of the 
department.

manager assumed control of the local af- 
faire he secured a compromise with Black 


back pay ordered by the court At tho 
time It waa aaM, that thi« compromise 
was reached, irtth the understanding that 
he waa to be made chief.

"A PEOPLE'S HOSPITAL." 


Dr. K. T. Legge, head of the University of Cali- 


fornia hospital, lias made a timely buggebiiun to 
the State Board of Charities and Corrections and 
the County Supervisors t with reference to the 
county hospital service. He would have the 
hospital, not a paupers' last refuge, but an institu- 
tion administered in the interest of the whole- pub- 
lic Jiealth, with preventive and curative medicine 
both receiving careful attention. 


"Can we not develop the health institutions of 


Alameda county in such a way," say» Dr. Legge, 
"that the opportunities of medica? and hospital 
care, with all the great advantages of group medi- 
cine whereby the individual is? cared for by a group 
of specialists and not limited to the advice of a 
single gesserar physician, may be extended to all 
the Members of the community?" While Dr. Legge's 
suggestion may sound a bit technical, it means 
nothing more than that the county hospital units 
we conducted along scientific lines and in such a 
inanner as to give the maximum of public service. 
tender such a modern system, as has been adopted 
by all large cities of the country who pretend to 
jprogressiveness, the sick member of the commu- 
nity would seek the county hospital as a place

attention and advice would be available. He would 
cease to regard the public hospital as place where 
the last hope of life was indifferently offered, where 
only the unfortunate friendless and penniless go. 
^ As to a modern hospital system under which at- 
tention would be paid to preventive medicine and 
liealth advice as a means of reducing the sick rate, 
Dr, Legge is speaking from a wide experience. He 
points out that during the last university year 
8000 out of 6300 students received medical advice 
on an average of nine times each. There was not 
• single death at the university infirmary during 
the year.

Tinder the new plan will achieve immediately such 
an impressive measure of success in its relations 
to the general public, but a good beginning will 
have been made when it is transformed from a place 
of despair for the poor sick into a helpful institu- 
tion for both the well and the sick. Under the plan 
of hospital administration which the State board 
has recommended to the County Supervisors a hap- 
pier period in the county institutions would be at 
least a prospect.

DIVIDENDS AND INTEREST. 


Disbursements of interests and dividends for the 


fiscal period ended June 30 are the largest in the 
history of this country. The total is f31S,S43,079 
against last year's total of $285,461,162. Of the 
increases in dividends, §15,400,000 were recorded 
by industrials and a single million by the railroads. 
Yet the railroads did a large business. According 
to the railway"war board's report, the railroads de- 
livered 3,354,000,000 more ton miles in April thau 
in the same month of 1916, and the war board fig- 
ures that this was equivalent to adding 35,000 
miles to the country's railways and 126,000 cars. 


The dividends on industrials were §40,000,000 


larger than railway dividends, a fact that may be 
surprising to the average person. But in this con- 
nection it must be remembered that industrial in- 
terest payments are §66,000,000 smaller than the 
same charge against the railroads. Industrial div> 
dends exceed industrial interest charges by §25,- 
000,000, while railway dividends are §28,192.584 
as against interest charges of §111,600,000. 


These figures call attention to the fact that the 


railroads are mortgaged in a sum disproportionate 
to their invested capital and earning capacity. This 
is an influence which has directed capital into in- 
vestment in industrials, a tendency which is re- 
flected in the capital movement or last year, during 
which the railways attracted §55,500,000 less capi- 
tal than the previous year. It is a situation from 
which may be drawn very strong arguments to sup-

JUSTICE IN WAR 


As soon as the Senate disposes of the food con- 


trol bill it will take up the consideration of the 
"trading with the enemy bill." This measure has 
aiieadv been passed by the House, in substantially 
the form in which it was submitted by a committee 
representing the departments of State. Justice, the 
Treasury and Commerce. The bill is conclusive 
proof that the United States government is iiot to 
be influenced by the innumerable atrocities of Ger- 
many to violate any of the clearly established civil- 
ized practices of warfare, 


The bill prohibits trade with an alien enemy, in- 


cluding payment of debts and the completion of 
contracts. It prcnides, ho-ne\er, for the licensing 
of trade with an enemy or ally where not incom-' 
patible with the safety of the United States am>, 
the prosecution of the \sar. This latter provision. 
to protect noncombatants as much as possible from 
*iie hardships and inconveniences of war, is in 
vfcarp contrast to the barbaric and murderous prac- 
tices of Germany. The bill prohibits the sending 
to an enemy of way letter, document, drawing, pic- 
ture or ^ riting that might be useful to the enemy, 
or the transportine of any enemy from or into the 
United States, and prohibits the changing of 
names, either of indh iduals or partnerships, for the 
purpose of avoiding an enemy character
